neceflity, as cacy are, of maintaining a 
ballance of powers, and fkindiag armies fer 
their iecurity and detence, agaiutt one a- 
nother. itis truc, this may not bappen ; 
But, befides thole caules of conteation, 
whica occaiionaily take piace between 
neigioouring mations, in the courie of e- 
veats, here are many other marrers, ly- 
10% OSbeseMeAhe Oates, Wich Miigh: von 
be wroigit up iaco high diipure. 

Tagecappareat ‘riendthip which now 
prevai's throug tke the otates, may ia-

wavs be the cale; and therefore, points 
Out the propriety, Of timely taking mea- 
lures, t@ prevent fuch an event. Some 
tew ages oack, fix Kings, (it L rememoer 
right) reigned ai one time, on the iiland 
Oi wreat- iain; and ina later period of 
time, tw poOWerid: Competitors ciaimed 
the Crown. The coniequences of which 
were, that the lilind tor a great leagih ot 
time, was deuged in biood, an: the people 
luitered every ocner kind of Calamity, which 
could retalc trom civil diicord, 

The iamne pride and ambition, the fame 
lait ‘or power aad domiaton, and the fame 
{fpirit of iefilhne:s, pofleMes the minds of 
peopic in 4¢,- davs, as didin svc. We 
have tnerefore, every reaton to concinde, 
that the fame effects will follow, accord- 
lig to the nitwral order of things 

Fifti : Another evil, to which the States 
arc expoted, in their prefent ntea ion, is, 
that fone petuluat, ambitious {pirit may 
be Riried up, te attempt a revolution by 








force. Such an event is almo&t a never 
failing cenfequence, of a weak and diior- 
dered government. At atime when a gen- 
e:al uneafinels prevails among the people, 
an enterprifing, fubtie genius, wowld not 
find it extremely diticalt; to fecure a party, 
capable of accomplifhing iuch a parp ie. 

As ali countries have produced tuch men, 
and mcf nations have experienced violent 
revolutions, the States can have no particu- 
lar reafon, for making an exceptionof them- 
felves. 

Sixth: The political divifion of the States, 
expoles us to the infults of other nations. 
Our territories are encroached on, by the 
Eagi:jo in the north, . and by the Spaniards 
in the South.—Our flag iniulted on the feas, 
Our property {ported with, and cenfidered 
@s common plender, and in fhort, the 
dignity of the States, as a nation, heldia 
contempt. The restonofailthis, undoubt- 
ediy, is, that the States have no reipecta- 
ble government ; that the ftrength is divi- 
ded, and that they are unable to reient 2a 
indignity ; or, retaliate an injery. 

I. once oblerved to an Englith Gentle- 
man, that the Americans would, uwadoubted- 
ly, take meaiures, to countera¢t the cefigns 
of Great Britain, refpecting our trade. Pio! 
fays the Gentleman, what can the Ameri- 
cams do! They have neither government 
nor power. Great Britain couid thut up all 
their ports, to that an American Veffel 
would not dare to ftir out of their harbours : 
and burn ali taeir Towns on the Sea-Coatls 
into the bargain. Americu take meatuies 
againit Gee-Britain indeed !—Now, a 
man woo knews nothing of iuch iniuits, 
but by hearfay. feels them not, nor cares 
any thing about them; but, a man whe 
frequently iees, hears and feels the efficts 
of them, muit feel extreme pain and mor- 
tification. 

Beudes thofe indignities and infults, to 
which we areexpoled -we are-expoied to am 
invefion. The weakacis of a nation (which 
ail Hurope fuppofes is the cafe with the 
States,) always attracts the notice of other 
nations, and often ftimulates /cme to make 
am invafion, in expectation ef an caly com- 
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@ueft. The fecurity of the States againt 
duch an event, hata hitherto conifted, in 
the preient tute of Luropean politics ; par- 
ticular.y, of the maritime powers. 
fupported our independence, 
tended to diminith the 


Frauce 
becaule, it 
itrength, of the on- 
ly maritime power that gation had reaion to 
fear ; Bat the fame iyitem of policy among 
thoie powers, may not always prevail. 
Circumfances may take place, which may 
make it the totereit of all ‘/oye powers, 
who have poiitdious this fide the Atlantic, 
to contederate, tor the purpoie ot fupprefi- 
ing the rifing power of tnete States.  Be- 
fides this, when we confider, that altho’ 
Great Britain recog vized oar independence ; 
yet, it is poilisie the has not ioft fight of 
ws. That our navigation, interteres with 
the navigation, of moit of the ormidabie, 
commercial powers in Europe; That we 
are bounded on either fide by an ambitious, 
encroaching nation, and that thote natioas, 
who have loaned the States money, may 
become clamourous for payment, or to have 
their debts well funded ; we have reafon to 
conclude, that there are caufes enough in 
embryo, to produce a rupture in fome tuture 
period; perhaps fooner than we are aware. 
Let the event be as it may, thee circum- 
ftances, point out the propriety, of con- 
folidating the ftrength of the nation, and 
making the bef preparation for the worft 
events. 

Confidering the defe&ts and incompeten- 
cy of our government, which wouid be the 
moft prudent and advifeable, either to pro- 
ce-d in this ftate of contufion and uncer- 
tainty ; or, to attempt a reformation? This 
is aqueition of important confideration, and 
requires a candid unprejudiced determin- 
ation.—The right and privilege of choofing, 
and finally eftablifhing what form of go- 
vernment we thought proper, a government 
that would better premote and {cure our 
temporal happinefs, was the only motve 
we could have for engaging in an unequal 
war. It was that, which anima- 
ted our foldiery in all the diftrefling {cenes 
of hunger, cold and toil, and inipired them 
with fortitude and rejolution in the day of 
fevere trial.—It was that. which allayedthe 
anguifh of the difconielate widow, and 
compofed the fpirit of the bereaved parent, 
it was that, in fhort which raited, and fup- 
ported that unbounded fpirit of patriotiim 
through the whole, which trampled under 
foot with indignation & contempt, the tempt- 
ing proffers of pecuniary confiderations, 
eombated the power of contagion in dun- 
geons, and triumphed in piilars of fmoke 
over conflagrated towns.—A id, after af c- 
cefs equal to our highett hope», to be dif- 
appoint din that alone which could reward 
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us, that only. which we contended fer, to 
have a government eftabifhed, incapebie 
of iccuring our tovaluable civil and polit 
ical interefis, and ot promotivg our higheft 
ten-porcl heppineis. How dittrefling to the 
libersi ico! How mortitying to the patri 
ot iptrir!—Far better wonid nt have been, 
by al. the lots of property we have tufiained, 
the izerifice of frierds, andthe miiery we 
have iufiered, had we remained as we were, 
ivbjcéied to another power. 

if theretere, our government is defe&- 
ive, (which every candid obierver muft ac- 
krowledge,) why rot reform? In ail caies 
cferror and ceteét, a thorough refo:mati- 
on and amendment, hath always obtained 
the tanétion of general approbation and 
preference. Andit, in cates ot lefier mo- 
ment, a reiormation is neceflary, the rea- 
fons are rendered proporticnably mere for- 
cible and conciufive, in caies of magni- 
tuce and importance, as is the picient. 
Even .scmitting, our eftabifiments had 
been the general choice of the people, 
and corfirmed in the moft binding manner, 
it would certainiy be a greater prcot of 
witdom to refcim their errors, than to obfti- 
nately perift in them. An inflexibility, 
may be confiflent in a bigot, ard tanatic, 
bui conflitutes no part ef the charedierot a 
wiieé man. To'tet out in government on 
right principles, and in a right manner, 
is that on which, the intereft and happinets, 
ofa great and growing people now depends, 
and is as neceflary to promote that purpete, 
as it is in any bufinets in life to inture tuc- 
ceis; to do otherwiie in both eafes, cre- 
ates perplexities and embarraffments, and 
commonly ends in deftru¢tion,. ————— 
The prin-ciples on which our government 
is founded, we have already found by ex- 
perience to be totally wiong, have render- 
ed adminifliation wesk, it not contempti- 
ble, introduced perplexity and dilorder, 
and the further we proceed, the more we 
fhall be involved in difficulties. And with- 
out a reform, it does not require the ipirit 
ef prophecy to foretell a diflujution, andfthe 
{ucceflion of a perfeét ariflocracy ; which al- 
ways rifes on the ruins of a monarchy, or 
fprings out of the weaknefs of democracy. 
Every reafun therefore, and every motive 
which can. be adduced in any cate, urgesa 
political refoi mation.

Col. Burral. The town of Simbbary, 
(the town alluded toby Col. Wadiworth) 
bas acceptdd ot the ati p-fled by this aflem- 
bly, by chocfing town officers according to 
the at. Had they not done this, bu: re- 
monitrated againit the e&, it could not have 
been valid to curtail their ancient right of 
fending two reprefentatives. 

Mr. Enos. That town has not accepted 
of the 2&. This houfe did riot admir the 
fecon. reprefentative trom Sinifbury becaufe 
a law flood in their way ; but their repre- 
fentative means to move for a repeal of that 
law. 1 believe we have heard enowgh on 
this queflion. | wifhit may be tried. 

Gen Thieop. 1 fecond: the motien. 
My mind is decided on this queftion, and I 
prewme that «very member ot this houfe is. 
Whatever may be taid will ot alter the o- 
pinion of a fingle member. My fentiments 
are in favour of imtroducing the propoied 
bill. 

Mr Davenport. A number of towns 
have inftro€ted their reprefentatives relative 
tothis ‘vu jeét.

Bat 
Mi .jor Phelps tays, tuat icnding two repre- 
fentatives from a town is the wu way, that 
we have gone on in this way and done very 
well, 1 can mentio. a iti older way. ‘The 
firit inhabitants of the wor d all met toge- 
ther to coniule their common iatereits, a d 
this old way once did very well. But does 
it follow that it would be beft tor ail the in- 
habitants of t.e world to meet togeiher now 
for the purpoie of legiflation? ‘Lue argum- 
ent that jiberty is iaeit im the hands of a 
reatnumber, would, as the »enticman ules 
it, prove thaccvesy maa thoula be hisewa 
repreientative ; andio ail tne pevple ef che 
tate mutt come together twice « year to 
make laws and hear memorials. ‘The truth 
is, there may be too maay repreientattves ; 
here are tuo many now; ald we Ought to 
take meatur’s for leffeniug (ae namoer. 

Col. Seymour. 1 was sot a member of 
the houle we ait year, whea this qucttion 
was debated. i bad not the pieaiure of her 
ing the arguments which were offered. fee 
there ace anumber of ncw members in the 
howe. Tae tubject has no been canvailed 
before them. Kor myieli 1 wih co ice tae 
gueition taxen up candidly and fairly. I 
with to hear what may be taid jor aud ag- 
ainit ic. ‘Tre caarter lies upoa the table: 
We imnay tase lal up, and give it a candid 
examia tioa. I recoliect, Mr. Speaker, 
the wordso the charter are, that the numo- 
er of reprefeatatives thail o¢ ** mot exceed- 
ing two p rons trom each place, tows, or 
city."" Thee expreilions icem to icave the 
matier dicre ip ary, whether tnere fhail be 
one or two.

town hasincreafed. A large reprefentation 
makes the liberty of the pevpleiate. Lib- 
erty has always been intringed epon by imal 
degrees. Itis dangerous to iuffer any in- 
fringement, 

Mr. Hopkins. This is a prudential queft- 
jon, whetner we will defire the towns to in- 
ftru&t their reprefentatives. The houfe had 
the fame queftion’ ander deliberation lait 
October ; and then determined againft it. 
The queltion now is whether iuch a meafure 
would be advileable. 1 think it would not; 
it would throw the flate into agitation. If 
three fourths of the townsin the ftate fhouid 
initvuct their reprefentatives in favor of the 
aiteration, this would not empower the 
houle to come iuto it. 1 know the words of 
tae charter are as Col. Seymour has expreff- 
edit; batthe practice upon it explains the 
woi aus, 

Col. Burral. The charter puts it in the 
power of each town to fend two repreienta- 
tives. ‘Lhey alihave a rightto tead two, 
if they chovie todo fo. It ali the’ towns in 
the il.te butone douid give inflructions to 
leticn the tepreientation, the afiembiy would 
not be empowered to make the alteration. 
li they fhould doit, while one town diffent- 
ed tae act weuld be veid. This right rem- 
ains ia the town until the conititution is alt- 
ered; aad the conititution canno: be altered 
unth ail the towas conient. in the Maiia 
chuietts a majority of ail che towns conient- 
ed te their new cenititution. Had oaly cne 
town diifented it would have rendered the 
whole invaitd Ic is meceiiary that there 
fhould be a wall round about our privileges, 
that there thould be certain eftabliined 
rights which no aliembly can touch. It we 
fhould make the alteration which is willed 
for, it would only make confafion. 
Some towns would fend one, iome wouid 
fend two; and the time of the Affempiy 
would be takea up in jetting the quarrels 
about repreientation. We have no bulinefs 
with their affairs. Let the peopie at large 
take it up ii they pleafe, if they alter their 
conititation it wiil be altered. 

Mr. Rodman. We are very fearful of 
reducing the reprefentaiion, and yet are 
coatinually making new towns, reftricting 
them to one repreientative ovly. Uf we 
proceed making thefe new towns, until the 
members from them get to be a majority, | 
pledge myielf that they will reduce ali tie 
towns toa level. Out of wo evils we fhould 
choole the leaft. The propofed alteration 
would be a ieis evil than to have the numb- 
ers of this houle fo great as they are now. 

Col. Hinman. We thal: not obtain mach 
infermation trom this dijpute. This is not 
anew fubje@. It has been difputed in this 
howie at mes, ior thicty years pail, and 
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yetwe hold on to the old number. The 
tenfe of the town which I reprefent is for one 
reprefentative. it is beft to have the repre. 
fentation reduced to one from a town; and 
this will be finally effeéted. ‘This is the 
fenfe of the people in the ftate now, if it 
could be fhirly collected. But one part of 
the ftate is jealous of the other. I: is with 
the Rate juit as it is in town matters. It ie 
frequentiy the cafe, that the inhabitants ia 
one part of a town might aflift a poor man, 
and keep him from being a charge to the 
town, and they are difpoled to do it; bet 
they are afraid the people in the other pare 
of the town will not do as much to prevent 
the town’s being charged with fome othee 
poor man ; and io they will fling him upor 
the towr. 

Capt. Higgins thought the houfe was 
ripe for a vote. 

Capt. Olmftead moved for the yeas and 
nays. 

Major Charles Phelps moved that thie 
queition might be put, Whether the houfe 
would do any thing on this fubjed. 

Col. Wadiworth objected againft this que- 
ftion being put, becaufe the fenie of the 
howle would not be fairly taken upon it, cs 
it blended together thefe two queftions, 
Whether the houle would recommend, and 
Wheiher they would reduce the repreferta- 
tion by one legiflative a&. 

Mi. Hopkins thought it a fair way of 
putting the queftion, as thefe who were fee 
coing the leatt would veie in the afiimatiye. 

Coi, Uiinaaa iaid the queilioa ought’ te 
be put according to the ienfe of the member 
who fir moved ier leave to bring in the 
bill. 

Major C. Phelps fupported his motion. 

Co. Wadiworth iniilted that it was not a 
fair way of trying the queilion, and propo- 
fed the purport ot Capt. Olmitead’s motion 
reduced to writng.

Col. Seymour. Mr. Speaker, but few 
words _ pe faid upon this bill. It is 
right and jolt that it thould be paffed, and 
the fociety incorporated. Such focieties 
have been formed in all civilized nations. 
Medical fill, which is io important to the 
lives and happineis of mankind, has been 
greatly promoted by fuch inftitutions. Sare- 
ly no man can object againit this, the bene- 
volent defign of which is to reltore the fick, 
ani heal the wounded. ‘There can be no 
danger from this fociety : by an exprefs pro- 


vito in the biil, it is Rill under the pewer of 


the legiilar ure ; they can aiter and reiorm 
it whenever they judge it expedient. And 
if upon the whole inconveniences fhould be 
foundte rife from it, this aét can be repeal- 
ed, aad every thing put in its former fitua- 
tion.

Mr. Cleveland faid i: was of importance 
to the heaith and live. o! mankind vo euccu- 
rage medical &iil: that foi this purpoe, 
fuch focieties had bcen acopied by ali wie 
fiates ; that they Ought to bave power oO! ma- 
king bye-laws, ang of regulating the «d- 
Milgon and €xpu.ion Ol Member 5 It Was 
to be prelumed that tor their own henour, 
they would aomu the fkiltul and expe the 
woworthy oniy 5 that to have them ejected 
anoual y from each county, wou'd be the 
fource of coniuhon : that to effect the purpo- 
fes of the iociety, it moi be compoied of 
eftablithed characters, who were to continue 
members during li'e: that there was no 
danger of their torming ¢ mbinations which 
would be injurious to the people at large. 

Mr. Weiron iaid that tuch a bili as this 
had been beijore the houie ior three yeais 
pait.—every cue had formed an opinion on 
ine loved to hear good «rators, but he 
believed the fubject had been iufficicient.y 
invettigated. 

Gen. Throop obferved that the phy ficians 
had never bees able to keep ditcaie and 
death out of the world, nor did he ever ex- 
pect they would be—that this iociety might 
be of fervice in diicountenancing quaecks— 
that physic was an edge tool which cugni to 
be handled by none but men of fkiil. 

Mr. Granger did not like this plar. 
fuch a plan word tor word had long been be 
fore the aflembly ; 
the doctor —they have advanced their dem- 
ands—they cott more than they de good— 
this fociety would have no giod attendancy 
—it was direcily againft liberty ——they 
m ght thet out every body elie it was 
a very dangerous thing.

pected, and the more jecret the more it is te 
bi juipecied ; bei quacks are not iecret, ev- 
ery thing with them is public. Apgainft 
tbat paragraph which authoriies the covnty 
Conventions. with eave of the couit, te 
cifect and anatomize the bodie> of crimin- 
ais, hecbjedied, ascruclandinhu an, and 
faid he did not think it any member of the 
houle was left to cemmit any capital 
crime and was executed for it, he wou'd be

Tothis it was aniwered, that, when a 
man had abandoned himielf to atrocious 
crimes and was executed for them, there 
was nothing improper in making ule of his 
body for iuch a purpofe.

That this mighi be the means of important 
dilcoveries, and that it was far from being 
inhuman to make ute of the dead to prelerve 
the living.

Mr. Davenport's motion b ing feconded by 
fe-veral gentlemen, and the motion fer affigaing he 
mz withdrawn, the houfe pro.e.ded to the coniid- 
eration of the bil. 

Mr. Peter Buckley faid that the bill ouzht to be 
treated ferioufly and not laughed out of th houfe; 
that the ftates round us had made fuch laws to 
fecure their inha.tant,: that the people of thefe 
ftaies could ftiil colle their debts of us: that 
when a man offers up all to his creditcrs, it is 
wrong to imprion him: that the aes rht to be 
fairly treat-d; that, if there were miftikes inthe 
Bill, they ought :o be altered: that people ab oad 
@id expett they thould dao fomething of this ua ure ¢ 
and that he wifhed the yeas and nays might be ta- 
ken. 

Mr. Webh was in favour of the bill; hecanfe it 
put out of the power of creditors to torment poor 
dcbrors. 

Mr. Welton. Mr. Speaker, I rife with diffi- 
dence on the prefent fubje@. I am fenfible I tall 
have to meet all the learning and elo uence of t's 
how. Thefe willbe azainftt me: yet 1 propofe 
to launch out into an unbeaten road. I truit the 
importance of the ujce& will lead the houfe to 
heir me with patience. I fhall conficer this fub- 
je& in the firft place as it refpe@ts our conftitu- 
tion and jaws , and fecondiy, as it reiates: to the 
manners of the people. ‘The great Lee flator of 
the univer gave his ancient pcople not only a 
fyftem of moral law, but alfo of civil and polit c- 
ai law. Th t plan of government was popular 
er democratical. Althvugh the government was 
the inflitution of God hinfelf; yet the contine- 
ance of it was to be by the people. For this 
parpofe an equal diftriwtion o: property was necef 
fary. We may as well think to repeal the creat 
laws of attractien and gravivation, as to think of 
Continuing a popular government without a good 
degr e of cquality among the peo le as to ‘heir 
property. Ly thefe laws eftavhthed by infinite 
wifdo:., ufury way provited, aud linds w re to 
revert to their tormer on rs at the end o every ff 
ty yours. When the peone broke over theforegn- 
Jasiens, and added field to field, the. prevhets 
preached repentaace, they exheried tis people to 
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undo the heavy burdrrs-to locfe the bands of 
the pritcrertc break every yokom ard to ket the 
cpprcfid go iree. Now let us take up our colledt- 
ine laws, cod fee wheel ot they agree v th icf 
precepts. I necd ret cate te the members of 
this hedfe, wha thefe laws ere; thry ae well 
krovn. ‘ibe crector wants to ect judgment, 
jucgm mt isgwn icrhimy; ard no retce is taken 
o: the marr + m which the cebt arcfe. whether 
ffom an her: © baresin. tro» i: evitable providence, 
€¥ irom icknefs ard bad In fb nery. When exe 
cotien comes cut, the ccbtor is obhbeed to turn 
ut his per fonal cfiate to be fold cn executon. Men 
of feeling avoid the fal ; it is to then a painiul 
fight ihe goods are fold low; part of the debt 
is colleCed ; and the coft is paid. ‘ihe debioris 
willre to turn out his cther «flate at its juft va- 
lve: but tlhe crcdito will pot take it. ‘ihe cebt- 
cr muft he tern irom his (anuly ard deareft iriends, 
am‘ carréd te coal, there to be kept till he has 
paid the uturmu ff farthing. He muft fel his land. 
Avarwious men fiind -cund. ‘ih:y knew the 
horrors of a prifon; ane. tha rather than hear 
them, a man wilco any thing. ‘the land muft 


be feld ‘or very little; «nd then the debtor may 
fwear owt of go.l. Ifwe would orly civ it our- 
felves ot «ld prejudices, we fhould fee the un- 


rea‘on.hlenefs of thefe things. 

b know that arguments will be ufed on the o- 
ther (de. ‘hey will fay that contra®s are facved, 
and muft notte vielated; that credit is important, 
and muft be maittanmed. On the other hard, | 
fay. juftice and rightwoufnefs with ut goodnefs of 
heart are tyrarry. But the benef cial effeéts of 
goodnefs and mercy are unlimted ; we all ftand 
in need of thefe. 1 have gore over fome ot the 
arzuruents on this fubje&; 1 will proceed fur- 
ther; an confider the bill in a retrofpetive view. 
Its operating upon paft contradts is the greateft 
objettion againit it. But I would afk, what 
can aman do more than reficn up all he has ? the 
law «of juflice and kindnefs requires mo more. 
As to the operation ot fuch a law upon future 
contra@s, 1 think it would be beneficial. 1: would 
put a check apon tracing and living extravagant- 
ly. it would eit bhih private credit; becaufea 
man muft ei her pay down, or eftablifh a char- 
ater of performing his contracts honourably. It 
would eftabhih public credit; becaufe puble and 
private credit depend on each other. 

Mr. Cleveiand- Oreof the eentlemen who fpoke 
firt on the bill, wished it might be treated fe ioufly. 
J join with him in this with—but upon fericus prin- 
ciples | am again‘t the bill. Ccntraéts are ferious 
things, and moral honcfty requires a fpecific perior- 
mance of them. Let us conficer the cafe ot two 
individuals who ener into avontraG. ‘I hey know 
what their aercencentis ; they know that the law 
eniorces it; anc each of them voluntarily fubjeés 
himfeis to the coriequerccs of his imability to per- 
forin. it is true there are difadvantages in our pre- 
fent fy'teo of laws, ror cag we ever expect they will 
be penne, fo lone as human nature c. ntinues the 
fame. Ag to the deaofan equal div fionot preper- 
ty, it never can be re‘uced te pra@ice. We how- 
ever COME as Near to it as can be expeed. There 
is a tree circulat on of property; when the owner 
of aneftate dics, it is divided anvong his children ; 
when the profufe and extravagant {pend their efta es 
the induftrious acquire them. In this way, and by 
fuch means there is a-futiicient equality among the 
p ople of this Pate. Burt th’s bi!l would not an- 
iwer any fuchpurp fe. ‘ihe flate has no rizht o 
irtorfere with paft contra€ts, to take away one inan’s 





moncy and give it to another, becaug he wants it. 
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This bill weuld be atterded with the difadvant.ge 
ofr: ifing the price of articles. Suppefe a man has 
fieck wh ch he woul! fli; he Coes not know what 
property would te per fF to him im payment; he 
noft deo arda higher prce. When tat property 
is appriifed cff to him im payment, if the appraifers 
mean totktep ftridtly tothe <gre-menr, cr if they un- 
dertake to arbitrate, it will procuce noting tue 
coniuficn. As to the lefin rg of l.w tuits, this 
bill would be fo far trom it, that it would increafe 
them, ‘I hofe perfors whe would feel the inconve- 
niencies of this law, would cortrive ome way to el- 
ude it. ‘lhey would keepoui of the way fo thata 
tener could no: be.made ; or perhaps the tender 
would be made in the wrong place. ‘i his would 
occafion a difpute. ‘The caufe muft be tried in the 
county court, and then, if Jargé enough, in the {u- 
.perior court. ‘ihere would berhe coft of attorneys, 
witneffes and fees Furt sr, this b il wou'd deftrey 
privatecredit. Thole who lend money, are gencr- 
ally neither farmers nor traders ; they ar€é not in a 
Capacity to take n the various artichs, wh ch migh@ 
be tendered tothem. ‘They fee what difadvantages 
the law fubjeéts them to, and lock up their money 
in their chefts. A free circulation of cafhis very 
beneficial, Only one dollar conftantly circulated, 
vould, in a fhort time pay off debts to the amount 
of a hundred pounds. But this bill would prevent 
the benefits of a free circulation; it would puta 
ftop to all incuftry ; it would | e ruinous tothe fate. 
ihere is no fich ftimulus to indoftry, as what we 
commonly calla medium, which is hard monty. 

Mr Peter Bulkley fpoke, and repeated much of 
what he had faid hetore ; which gave rife to a dil- 
c..ffion relative to the rules of the houfe. 

Cc. Seymour. In cenfidering this fabje, Mr. 
Speaver, it is of importence that the bil! be clearly 
underftiod. 1 will attempt to diffeminate the con. 
tents of itfo as to make it intel gible. The frit 
claufe of the hill makes all real and perfonal eflates 
receivable in payment o: executions. It the deb- 
tor ofters it in payment, it is o be appraifed off to 
the creditors, and all collecting officers, meaning 
ti eriffs and conftables, are to preceed aecorcingly. 
By the fecond cluwfe, a tender of real or perforal 
eftate fhall ftop the intereft on all contacts, After 
the debtor has made an iaventory of. ail his eftate and 
tendered it to his creditors, heis not liahle to im- 
prifonmen . All races or taxes, whether due to the 
ftate or town, fociety, &c. are excepted; and the 
perfon who ower is liable as heretofore. I am fe. 
rioufly and concerned!ly eppofed to this bill. 

I conceive it, Mr. Speaker, to be fraught wit’ 
ruin. I highly refpe& that ¢ ntleman (Mr. weitcn) 
forthe ingenuity and fulemnity with whieh he treat- 
ed thisfubje@. Ent I do not defpair of convincing 

him that his fentiments are not right, ard convert- 
ing him o this fide of the queftion. if he fhorld 
not be convinced, I with him torife and fete b's 
chjeftions. ‘This bill 1 would corfider in a moral 
pointof view. It relates to palit conmtra@s. Cz 

the members of this houfe lav their haods upen their 
breafts and fay, that they will flep in and fol ify 
paft conrrats ? J carnct bel’nve they will do it. 
If they fhould, it woul! be, to ufe the words of a 
great writer, a PIA FRAUS. = It would be imni- 
ous. J will not follow the gentleman throur t! 2 
Jewith hiftory. But when was: the law which be 
meri ® promulzated ? Was it net while they wv: 
travell.ng through the wikternefs? Jt was a ta 
before they had bought er fold, or even acquire 
their lands. it was alaw atfieft; there was nocic 
that there would be a jubilee once ia fifty years ; and 
they. contra@ed accordingly. Is not 

faritten ai this? Ee mit be convinced 
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that the im- 
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Rarcefrom the Jewith law does not juftify usin in- 
Sci icring with contracts aficr they are made. This 
bill, Mr. Spcaser, would dry up eve:y {pring of in- 
cufy and common honefty. It would deftroy our 
commerce. Is not our commerce now decaying ? 
I would afkour termers what we thali do with the 
produce, when all nature is blooming around us, 
and we have our cattle, as I faid the other day upon 
a thouiand hills, what thall we do with the pro- 
euce of our farms, if the merchant is unable to 
receive it. Some are ior diicouraging commerce. 
Cutitall wp, fay they. Ismot the merchant the 
agent, the faCtor, the fervant of the farmer? Let 
us ice the operation of this bill. Suppofe that I 
owe Maj. Phelps a large fam of money: and 
that he had ne farm, but a ftore of goods. In 
the fall of the year, when he canno: take them, 
1 go, and tender him a number of cattle and 
horfes. it is more jut to cut off at one ftroke 
one half or three fourths of his debt. The neigh- 
bouring ftates, who have tried fuch a@s; are now 
under the clouds of ruin. New-Hampfhire has 
made the trial. The inhabitants of that ftate 
<«annot now gain credit for the fmalleft article with 
us. ‘They aredefpifed. Butinefs is ftopped. Ruin 
follows the bIl. 1 wowld rather caft my bread 
upon the waters, than make fuch a law as this. 
idare not do it. lt would deftroy like the de- 
uring infect.
